MADISON. Wls.—A radically dif- 


ferent unemployment 
insurance bill 


was introduced in the senate Thurs- 
day by Senator Henry Huber than 
that, of the 1921 session. Senator Hu- 
ber in an interview today 
declared 


that the new bill is aimed.to "create 
a wholesome incentive for industry 
to reduce nnr-mployment to the mini- 
mum" nnd that his hill is so drawn 
that the jjood manager will make mo- 
ney preventing unemployment.

Can be Prevented 


"Management, 
industry and cre- 


dit can prevent • tho periodic rmem- 
ployment in this country if they once 
set themselves to the task," declared 
Senator Hnher. "Just as- the accident. 


law of 1912 made it expensive to ne- 
plect the protection of the worker, so 
the unemployment prevention bill will 
create (fhe same incentive. Once the 
incentive is created by law, the road 
to prevention is clear. 
"The state, labor or 
community 


can not prevent unemployment. This 
is why we do not want them to bear 
the cost. Not one dollar of tax bur- 
den will be added by the passape of 
this bill. Industry must solve its own 
problems. Industry will profit by so 
doing. 
"Seasonal industries 
deserve spe- 


cial consideration. They are exempted 
from seasonal unemployment. 
This 


affects n majority ot the industries 
of the state. Dollar a Day 


"The 
ctire for unemployment* Is 


employment. Hence if industries are 


eqnired to pay $1 a. day to tbe work-' 
-r laid off they will hesitate before 
hey lay off men.
